immediately after an appointment we visited all the places in the 
village known to require our services, and all complaints made by 
- others has received our attention, and all such places have been 
examined and necessary steps taken to abate al] nuisances so faras 
could be done, but owing lo the fact that the village is without a 
sewerage system we found it very difficult to make the work as 
thorough as is required fora clean and healthy village; however 
‘we have caused vaulis and drains to be constructed, and existing 
ones cleaned out in some places so that it has materially corrected 
existing evils, but we have found it nearly impossible in some in- 
stances to abate nuisances, especially where the present scwer dis- 
charges into the 1iver bed, without incurring a large ex- 
penditure of money, and we feel that something has got to be done 
very soon in relation to this standing evil. The course of the riv- 
er has changed so that the discharge from this sewer is left upon 
the surface of the ground throughout the summer months, and 
thereby becomes a pest-hole to the whole village, but more espec- 
ially to the Pemigewasset House and those living inthe immediate 
vicinity. We recommend that immediate steps be taken, looking 
to a thorough sewerage system for the whole village, so as to re- 
move existing evils and provide for the future health of the people 

There has been Scarltina in two families in the village during 
the summer. In one family it took a very malignant form, causing 
four deaths; its spread was prevented by complete isolation. 

Of Diptheria there has been only one case that we have had to 
deal with, and this case was of a very malignant form, causing two 
deaths in the family, with only a short time intervening between

each death, Prompt measures were taken to prevent the spread. 
The causes in this case were easily traced. 

We have sent away eight samples of waters for analysis from 
the reservoir, being pronounced remarkably pure, and we recom- 
mend it in all cases for domestic uses where it can be obtained. 
Most of the samples of well water were more or less impure, and 
some of it was very impure and not fit for domestic purposes. By 
those examinations we are led to believe that many wells in the 
village are largely contaminated by sewerage, and we would recom- 
mend, where water is not known to be pure, that it be analyzed 
and the fact ascertained, for the use of impure water is a public 
cause of disease.

Grammar School. Same number of weeks. Pupils, 31. Spring 
and summer terms taught by Miss Lilla D. Ide; winter term by 
Miss Hattie M. Springer. Thirty-one in reading, spelling, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, vocal music; and 18 in history. — 

Training School. Three terms, 35 weeks in all. In first term, 
69 pupils; second, 77; third, 66; during the year, 89; average daily 
attendance, 67. Whole school trained in the foliowing branches: 
Reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, geography, composition, 

.drawing, vocal music, botany, natural history. The training school 
has been under the charge of Miss E. M. Reed, and taught by the 
different members of the graduating class in the Normal School. 
It has been interesting to go into these little classes and witness 
the earnestness and enthusiasm infused by teachers so well trained 
and fitted for their work. Miss Cobb and Miss Springer, most ex- 
cellent teachers, continue in the high and grammar schools, haying 
been placed there by Prof. C. C. Rounds, the new principal of the 
Normal school.
